The population of France ha« been 
tiesullly decreasing, or. at least, its 
rate of increase has been steadily di­ 
minishing, and the dwindling process 
has gone on continuously over a longer 
period than is supposed. 
The lose is 
double, for it is both relative and 
actual. 
In the ten years from 1770 to 
17» 0, in a population of 1,000 the 
number of children born was 3*. 
In 
the following decade it was '¿ J, aud 
then it sank to 30, 26 , 27, 26, till in 
the decade of 1370 to 1380 it was only 
24. 
Of courso there were special 
causes 
of this decline—e. g., the 
Franco-Pru» 9ian war and the poverty 
which followed the injury to the na­ 
tional credit 
But still for a century 
the descent has been constant 
The 
details of the annual increase of popu­ 
lation are in many ways surprising. 
England, which might be expected to 
head the list is second. 
The German 
population increases at the rate of 14 
to the 1, 000; the English at 12; next, 
but at 9, long interval, is Australia, 
and then follows Italy. 
Hungary and 
Sweden are the same, and last on the 
list is France.

This repast is washed down 
with frequeut cups of vodki.

over, and when the visitor feels as if 
he had eaten enough for twenty-four 
hours the host says, "And now for 
dinner.”

all periods of history, from the incanta- 
tions of the ancient Egyptian magici­ 
an down to the fascinations of Mesmer 
and the investigations of Braid. These 
two persons began to separate the 
wheat from the chaff, and went so far 
as to show what was real and truly 
scientific in that series of fanciful 
practices, 
bordering on witchcraft, 
which, under the most varied aspects, 
have many believers In tha credulous 
who are always prone to swallow 
marvels 
Modern hypnotism owes its name 
and appearance in the realm of science 
to the investigations made by Braid 
He is its true creator; he made it what 
it is, and. above ail, 
he gave em­ 
phasis to the experimental truth by 
means of which he proved that, when 
hypnotic phenomena are called into 
play, they ate wholly independent of 
any supposed influence of the hypnotist 
upon the hypnotized, 
and that the 
hypnotized 
person 
simply 
reacts 
upon himself by reason of latent 
capacities in him which are artificially 
developed. 
Braid 
demonstrated that in this 
series of remarkable phenomena hyp­ 
notism, acting upon a human subject 
as upon a fellow field, merely set in 
motion a 
string of silent faculties 
which only needed its Assistance to 
reach their development. 
Here we 
obviously have a new idea and a 
phenomena of the brat importance 
which constitutes one of the most in­ 
teresting anxions of the question. 
in this field of new research Braid 
had further opportunity of evincing 
his clear sightedness in many other 
particulars, and it may be said of him 
the outset he foresaw the different 
stages of hypnotism just as they have 
been since defined in France. 
He 
perceived theirdifferent manifestations 
and be thus laid the flrst foundation of 
the structure which has been so fortu­ 
nately developed by workers 
In dif­ 
ferent countries, and which for the 
future constitutes an entirely new 
chapter in general neurology. 
• Hypnotism,” says Braid, “ does not 
comprise only one condition; it is rather 
a series of different points, capable of 
infinite variety, extending from the 
lightest dreams in which the natural 
functions are intensified, to the pro- 
foundest state of coma, 
from which 
the conscience aad the will are com­ 
pletely absent” 
In another place he 
speaks with more detail about hyp­ 
notic coma 
We are right, therefor« , 
in saying that he 
foresaw 
and 
de- 
scribed the different phases of hyp- 
not o phenomena both the lethargy, 
which he calls cuma and thestat« of 
catalepsy and 
somenarnbtviism, which 
he described U very c.ear languages 


HEADACHES FROM THE BVE*. 


A r r nl t f nl C an*« of Tronbl* Wot ( f i t s 
Hn a p mctmd . 
Among obecure 
causa* of severs 
and obstinate 
headaches that physi­ 
cians have been investigating lately 
are defects of the eye. 
In one class 
of cases, the headache is traceable 
directly to tho use of the eyes, and is 
accompanied by such symptoms a* 
weak feeling, watering, strained sen­ 
sation, and inability to use them for 
any length Of time. 
In another class 
of cases the cause of tho headache is 
by no means evident, as the vision is 
apparently 
perfect 
and the eyes 
themselves are fiee from pain, 
and 
generally the oculist is called in only 
as a last resort 
after ail other a/- 
tempts to cure tbe 
headache have 
failed. 
Dr. W. H. Wilmer, of Wash­ 
ington, recently read before t te Medi­ 
cal Society of the District of Columbia 
a paper on cases of tbe latter clasa 
One patient was a boy who had suf­ 
fered from frequent headaches sines 
ho began straining his eyes attending 
schools and for three days had had a 
constant dull pain in the forehead and 
temples. 
Upon examination a defect 
of the eye wm discovered, and suita­ 
ble glasses being given, the headaches 
stopped. 
In a second case an elderly 
man complained of great difficulty in 
reading, especially by artificial light, 
and he also bad a more or le9s con­ 
stant dull pain in the head, principal­ 
ly in the back part 
Proper glasses 
cured both troubles. 
Another patient, 
a Wall street broker, had suffered for 
years from insomnia and headache, 
which extended from the back to tho 
top of the head. 
Prolonged medical 
treatment had given no relief other 
than the production of 
sleep 
by 
hypnotics. 
Glasses to correct defec­ 
tive vision were supplied, and three 
days afterward the patient reported 
that he had been free from headache, 
and had slept without a hypnotic bet­ 
ter than he had for years. 
Dr. Wil­ 
mer adds that as the correction of an 
ocular error can relieve headache, sa 
the production of such a defect arti­ 
ficially may cause it. 
He gives from 
his own experience an instance of this 
kind. 
Some years ago he purchased 
colored glasses to wear while travel­ 
ing. 
For a short time they were 
agreeable, 
but in the course of a half 
hour a headache came on. 
Ths 
glasses were irregularly concave. 
He 
e&} a that flat smoked glasses, 
as a 
rule, should be worn, if a colored 
glass is necessary at all.

The population of France ban been 
steadily decreasing:, or, at least, its 
rate of increase has been steadily di­ 
minishing. and the dwindling process 
has gone on continuously over a longer 
period than is supposed. 
The loss is 
double, for it la both relative and 
actual. 
In the ten yours from 1770 to 
1780, in a population of 1,000 the 
number of children born was 88. 
In 
the following decade it was 9'J, aud 
then it sank to SO, 28, 27, 26, till in 
Die decade of 1870 to 1880 it was only 
24. 
Of courso there were special 
onuses 
of this decline—e. g., tho 
Fran co-Prussian war and the poverty 
which followed the injury to the na­ 
tional credit 
But still for a century 
tho descent nas been constant 
The 
details of the annual increase of popu­ 
lation are in many ways surprising. 
England, which might be expected ta 
head the list is second. 
The German 
population increases at the rate of 14 
to the 1,000; the English at 12; next, 
but at n long interval, is Australia, 
and then follows Italy. 
Hungary and 
Sweden are the same, and last on the 
list is France.

The history of hypnotism, says Da 
Leys in the Fortnightly Review, forms 
part of tho history of the marvelous in 
human existence. Any one may satisfy 
himself bv reading special books on 
this subject 
The scope of this article 
does not allow me to lay any further 
•tress upon it 
In reality, hypnotism 
is found under 
different names at 
all periods of history, from the incanta­ 
tions of the ancient Egyptian magici­ 
an down to the fascinations of Mesmer 
and the investigations of Braid. These 
two persons began to separate the 
irheat from the chaff, and went so far 
as to show what was real and truly 
scientific in that series of fanciful 
practices, 
bordering on witchcraft, 
which, under the most varied aspects, 
have many believers in the credulous 
who are always prone to swallow 
marvels. 
Modern hypnotism owes its name 
and appearance in the realm of seience 
to the investigations made by Braid. 
He is its true creator; he made it what 
it is, and, above ail, 
he gave em­ 
phasis to the experimental truth by 
means of which he proved that, when 
hypnotic phenomena are called into 
play, they aie wholly independent of 
any supposed influence of the hypnotist 
upon the hypnotized, 
aud that the 
hypnotized 
person 
simply 
reacts 
upon himself by reason of latent 
capacities in him which are artificially 
developed. 
Braid 
demonstrated that In this 
series of remarkable phenomena Hyp­ 
notism. acting upon a human subject 
as upon a fellow field, merely set in 
motion a string of silent faculties 
which only needed its assistance to 
reach their development 
Here we 
obviously have a new idea and a 
phenomena of the brat importance 
which constitutes one of the most in­ 
teresting anxions of the question. 
In this field of new research Braid 
had further opportunity of evincing 
his clear sightedness In many other 
particulars, and it may be said of him 
the outset he foresaw tho different 
stages of hypnotism just as they have 
baen since defined in France. 
He 
perceived theirdlfferent manifestations 
and he thus laid the first foundation of 
the structure which has been so fortu­ 
nately developed by workers 
In dif­ 
ferent countries, and which for tha 
future constitutes an entirely new 
chapter in general neurology. 
"Hypnotism,” says Braid, •‘doesnot 
comprise only one condition; it is rather 
a series of different points, capable of 
infinite variety, extending from the 
lightest dreams in which the natural 
functions are intensified, to the pro­ 
foundest state of coma, 
from which 
tha conscience and the will are com­ 
pletely absent”

HEADACHES FROM THE EVE A. 


A Fruitful Ca ais of Troabi# Hot Oft aa 
8 impacted. 
Among obscure 
causes of severe 
and obstinate 
headaches that physi­ 
cians have been investigating lately 
are defects of the eye. 
In one class 
of cases, the headache is traceable 
directly to the use of tha eyes, and is 
accompanied by such symptoms as 
weak feeling, watering, strained sen 
saUon, and inability to use them for 
any length Of time. 
In another class 
of cases the cause of tho headache is 
by no means evident, as the vision is 
apparently 
perfect 
and the eyes 
themselves are free from pain, 
and 
generally the oculist is called in only 
as a last resort 
after ail other at­ 
tempts to cure the 
headache have 
failed. 
Dr. W. H. Wilmer, of Wash­ 
ington, recently read before t ie Medi­ 
cal Society of the District of Columbia 
a paper on cases of the latter clasa 
One patient wa# a boy who had suf­ 
fered from frequent headaches since 
ho began straining his eyes attending 
schools and for three days had had a 
constant dull pain in the forehead and 
temples. 
Upon examination a defect 
of the eye was discovered, and suita­ 
ble glasses being given, the headaches 
stopped. 
In a second case an elderly 
man complained of great difficulty in 
reading, especially by artificial light, 
and he also bad a more or less con­ 
stant dull pain in the head, principal­ 
ly In the back part 
Proper glasses 
cured both troubles. 
Another patient, 
a Wall street broker, had suffered for 
years from insomnia and headache, 
which extended from the back to tho 
top of the head. 
Prolonged medical 
treatment had given no relief other 
than the production of 
sleep 
by 
’ hypnotics. 
Glasses to correct defec­ 
tive vision were supplied, and three 
days afterward the patient reported 
that he had been free from headache, 
and had slept without a hypnotic bet­ 
ter than he had for years. 
Dr. Wil­ 
mar adds that as the correction of an 
ocular error can relieve headache, sa 
the production of suoh a defect arti­ 
ficially may cause it. 
He gives from 
his own experience an instance of this 
kind. 
Some years ago he purchased 
colored glasses to wear while travel­ 
ing. 
For a short time they were 
agreeable, 
but in the course of a half 
hour a headache came on. 
Tha 
glasses were irregularly concave. 
He 
says that flat smoked glasses, 
as a 
rule, should be worn, if a colored 
glass is necessary at ail.

It 
m ay he new and right, but to o ex­ 
p ensive. 
It m ay he the best solution 
in p a rt and th e w orst iu p a rt—a m ost 
com m on fault. 
It m ay be inop era­ 
tive. 
It m ay he an im p roved detail 
of an o th er p erson’s machine, and 
th a t o th er p erson will n o t p ay for it, 
o r it m ay he a device for which there 
is no p ractical dem and.—Engineering 
Magazine.

R o o t C ro p » . 
Sp ring turnip « are not generally 
grown and yet they are an easy crop 
and need but little care as com p ared 
with the m ajority of w hat m ay be 
term ed early garden crop s. 
Bouie 
early variety should be selected, care 
taken to p rep are the soil in good 
tilth , scatter 
the see/i evenly ami 
cover lightly. They can be sown in 
drills or broadcast as m ay be desired. 
A good p lAn is to d ust the p lants 
with som e insecticide as soon as they 
show well above the ground and re­ 
p eat tw o o r three tim es to p revent 
dam age 
from 
tne black 
turnip 
fly- 
Parsnip s m ake one of the best root 
crcp s to grow for winter and early 
sp ring use. The soil should be worked 
deep and thorough in order to secure 
a good grow th of long, sm ooth roots. 
T1 w? seeds are light and need but little 
covering and require th a t the soil be 
in good tilth. They germ inate very 
slowly and it i-* often a good p lan to 
tow a few radish see« l with them so 
th a t if necessary the wee« ls can be de­ 
stroyed before they get to o good a 
sta rt. Plant in drills 18 inches ap a rt; 
use p lenty oilseed so as to secure a 
good even stand, am i then thin out 
after 
the 
p lant9 
are 
up well, 
if necessary; the p lan ts ought not to 
stan d closer th an tw o or three inches. 
Good cultivation is necessary during 
the early p a rt of the season, a t 
least in order to secure agoodgrow th. 
They can be left out ail winter w ith­ 
out injury, and are better for l>emg 
frozen. 
Cauliflower needs much the sam e 
treatm en t ns cabbage, excep t th a t in 
order to secure clean white heads it is 
necessary to draw the leaves well to ­ 
gether and fasten a few d ay9 before 
they rip en. They need a good, rich, 
well p rep ared soil. If very early p lants 
ara desired they can bo grown in a 
hot bed or seed box. 
I*ater p lants 
m ay be secure« ! by sowing the seed in 
a seed bed. 
After the p lants have 
m ade a good sturt to g row ,transp lant 
in rows tw o » and a half feet a p a rt, set­ 
ting the p lan ts two feet a p a rt in the 
rows. 
As with cabbage, the early cul­ 
tivatio n is the m ost im p o rtan t and 
care m ust be taken to keep the soil in 
goo« l tilth. They are not as generally 
grown as their excellence w arrants, a t 
L ast in the larm ers’ garden, although 
m arket gardeners usually find them a 
p rofitable crop to grow.—N J. S., in 
Prairie FaVmer.

are m ade by failure in this regard 
th a n in any other.

If th e anim al is no 
longer afraid of harness, and is accus­ 
tom ed to Iieing led and fastened by a 
halter, half the te rro r of being p ut to 
work is gone. 
It has m astered the 
idea th a t its train er is not wanting to 
h urt it. 
Of course the disp osition of colts 
differ much, but draft stock, of which 
we write, are n atura l p ullers, an« l 
there is rarely any difficulty when 
they understand 
w hat 
is wanted. 
When hooked besqle a steady horse, 
and the driver ia tfow and easy in his 
m ovem ents, a very few hours are suf­ 
ficient to assure them th a t there is no 
danger, and then all th a t is needfd is 
f 
iatience 
and 
watchfulness. 
More 
lorses are sp oiled through a defect in 
the disp ositions of the drivers th a n of 
their own. The unbroken horse is ig­ 
n o ran t and fearful. 
Remove the fears 
of kind and careful handling and then 
begin giving it easy lessons. 


S e a s o n in g F a rm H o r s e s 
Sp ring is the hardest season of the 
year on farm horses. 
During the win 
ter they are p artly or wholly idle, and 
they come out of the stables 
with 
softened muscles and tender shoul­ 
ders. 
Bp ring work usually p ushes, 
and, to o often, team sareoverw orke« l. 
They lose flesh and become jaded be- 
#ore the crop s are p lante« l. 
It is far 
| better to do only m oderate work the 
first tw o weeks. This does not mean 
I half work a t all, but only a little bus- j 
handing of strength 
until exercise 
j hardens the muscle« . 
The horse th a t is grain-fed during 
| the w inter l>ears up um ler severe 
sp ring work much better th a n one ! 
kep t in condition on m ore bulky food. 
The o ats, bran and corn ration makes j 
, firm tissue. 
In any case it 
is only , 
j hum anity to accustom the team s to ' 
labor by degrees. 
.Shoulders should | 
1 be washed every evening with strong ! 
salt water, and the d raft on collar | 
carefully adjusted. 
H am e hooks on 
m ost p aten t harries are to o low, let­ 
ting the weight of load come on the 
p oint of the shoulder. 
Collars are 
i m ore often too large rath er th an too 
small. 


P o is o n s . 
The W est Virginia sta tio n offers the 
j following cautions to farm ers using! 
J p oisonous substance» for the destruc- 
! tion of insect enemies: 
The p oison should be kep t in 
a .« ate 
! p lace, and p lainly labeled p oison. 
l>o not d istribute the p oison w ith 1 
■ th e hands. 
Always keep to the windward side 
> of p lants or trees when ap p lying the 
p owder or liquid. 
Do not use them up on leaves or * 
fruits th a t are soon to be eaten, f 
There is seldom, if ever, any danger rn j 
eating vegetables and fruit after they j 
have been exp osed to th» rain and 
sun a few weeks, as several p oun<l§ or 
bushels of treated fruit or vegetables 
would have to be consum ed a t one 
tim e by one individual to get a suffi- 1 
cient dose of the p oison to p roduce j 
serious results. 
Test the strength of thediluU d m ix­ 
ture of a few p lants first to ascertain ' 
if the m ixture will injure the leaves. 
Never ap p ly it to fruit trees while in 
bloom, as the p oison will kill the bees 
so necessary to the form ation of p er- j 
feet fruit. 


Qu »«r Go d -p aren ts. 
During the last century, and even at 
the beginning of the p resent one, a 
strange custom existed a t the bap tism 
of the infant scions of fashionable 
R om an families. 
Instead of inviting 
p rinces, dukes, and other noble lords 
and ladies to serve as got p arents, a j 
m onk, beggar, o r som e m ale or femam | 
p ilgrim was requested to act, and the 
infant was held in the arm s of his ; 
hum ble godiather or godm other. 
On 
the 20th of June. 1782, the little 
daughter of the Princess Colonna was 
held, ten uta, a t the bap tism al font by 
a p oor female p ilgrim. Soon after a 
beggar woman, whose “s ta tio n ” was 
a t theC hurch of San Marcello, became 
the godm other of the infant daughter 
of Princess Barberm i; In the year 1785 
a beggar “ held” the son of Prince Ros- 
p oli, and was lavishly rew arded, for 
he received as a guerdon free m ainten­ 
ance to the end of his life. The Car­ 
melite monk F ra Elia was often invit- 
to o< t as godfather, in turn for 
which Lis m onastery obtained large 
gifts, and crowds of p eop le flocked to 
witness the ceremony whenever this 
m endicant fn a r discharged this duty 
am id dukes and p rinces.

Buying F a rm Im plem ents. 
Already the agents for agricultural 
implements are out among the far­ 
mers attempting to push the work 
of making sales. 
While w ishing them 
well, there are two considerations that 
every farmer should keep in mind. 
First, the buyers must pay for all the 
time and money expended by agents 
in making their sales. Consumers of 
all lines of goods pay all expenses, 
otiierwise dealers would be losing 
money and quitting the business as 
fast as possible. This being true, do 
not farmers allow the incurment of 
too long expense account* on their 
supplies? If an agent iq>end a day 
with a horse and buggy in effecting 
one sale of a harrow or mower, his 
price must be from $2.50 to $4 high­ 
er on that account. Then, too, if he 
I 
/ 
has reason to believe that he will have 
to call once or twice for the purchase 
money, after waiting an undue length 
of time for it, $2 or $3 more must be 
added for that. 
We fail to see this in our individual 
cases, because we know that we pay 
only the customary price; but that 
price is fixed, must be fixed to cover 
all such expenses. The sales are made 
in an expensive way, and we pay all 
the bills. Tile remedy is simple: 
In­ 
stead of allowing men to spend time 
trying lo tell von what you want, use 
your own judgment, 
lf you are not 
ready to buy it is a piece of imperti­ 
nence in anyone to waste your time 
in an effort to prove that he knows 
your business better than you do. 
It 
you are ready to buy nine times out 
of ten the implement that would suit 
von is on a neighbor’* farm. 
Exam­ 
ine it there, ask the owner all about 
it and make your decision, 
in this 
way you will rarely make anv mis­ 
takes. 
When it is decided that an imple­ 
ment is to be bought, and a certain 
kind is sure to give perfect satisfac­ 
tion, go direct to the dealer with the 
cash, even if it has to f>e borrowed at 
IO 
per 
cent. 
A 
confidential 
cut 
price 
will 
always 
be 
made 
you, 
as 
such 
sales 
pay 
and please all dealers. 
If they can 
make $2 or S.'ion a $ ‘i()sa!e merely by 
a live minute talk, and run no risks, 
they do as well as to make $5 or $8, 
after a day s trip to see you and with 
a chance of having to wait months 
for their money. 
Another point is this: 
It is seldom 
wise to buy un implement different 
from those near you. as it does not 
pay dealers to keep 
the supplies. 
They may say supplies will he kept, 
hut if the implement is crowded out 
by those 
of other manufacturers, 
usually it is difficult to replace the 
worn parts without vexations delay. 
The writer allowed himself to make 
such a mistake iii buying a plow, 
w hich, although it did good work, had 
small sale in his section, and it was 
finally thrown away because repairs 
were so hard to get. 
With mowers 
and reapers repairs are even more im­ 
portant, andjother things being equal, 
always buy a machine that has gotten 
a foothold in your neighborhood, and 
then a stock of repairs will not fail to 
he kept. 


R oot C rop*. 
Spring turnips are not generally 
grown and yet they are an easy crop 
and need but little care as compared 
with tile majority of what may be 
termed early garden crops. 
Some 
early variety should be selected, care 
taken to prepare the soil in good 
tilth, scatter 
the seed evenly and 
cover lightly. They can be sown in 
drills or broadcast as may be desired. 
A good plan is to dust the plants 
with some insecticide as soon as they 
show7 well above the ground and re­ 
peat two or three times to prevent 
damage 
from 
toe black 
turnip 
fly. 
Parsnips make one of the hest root 
crops to groiv for winter and early 
spring use. Tile soil should be worked 
deep and thorough in order to secure 
a good growth of long, smooth roots. 
Tile seeds are light and need but little 
covering ami require that the soil be 
in good tilth. They germinate very 
slowly and it is often a good plan to 
tow a few radish seed with them so 
that if necessary the weeds can be de­ 
stroyed before they get too good a 
start. Plant in drills 18 inches apart; 
use plenty of.seed so as to secure a 
good even stand, and then thin out 
after 
the 
plants 
are 
up well, 
if necessary; the plants ought not to 
stand closer than two or three inches. 
Good cultivation is necessary during 
the early part of the season, 
at 
least in order to secure a good growth. 
They can be left out ail winter with­ 
out injury, and are better for being 
frozen. 
Cauliflower needs much the same 
treatment as cabbage, except that in 
order to secure clean white heads it is 
necessary to draw the leaves well to­ 
gether and fasten a few days before 
they ripen. They need a good, rich, 
well prepared soil. If very early plants 
are desired they can be grown in a 
hot bed or seed box. 
Later plants 
may be secured by sow ing the seed in 
a seed bed. 
After the plants have 
made a good start to grow,transplant 
in rows two and a half feet apart, set­ 
ting the plants two feet apart in the 
rows. 
As with cabbage, the early cul­ 
tivation is the most important and 
care must be taken to keep the soil in 
good tilth. They are not as generally 
grown as their excellence warrants, at 
least in the farmers’ garden, although 
market gardeners usually find them a 
profitable crop to grow’.—N. J. S., 
Prairie Farmer.

Morejnistakes 
are made by failure in this regard 
than in any other. 
It is hard to 
bear in mind the fact that tho raw 
colt knows nothing, and must be 
given time to understand and com­ 
prehend the new order of things. 
It 
is like a young child trying to master 
the alphabet. 
Colts should be taught to lead, to 
stand tied, and to become used to a 
bridle-bit, before they are harnessed. 
Then they should have time to be­ 
come accustomed to harness beforo 
being put to work. The easiest way 
is to put the harness on, nnd leave the 
colt in a stall a day. If if, can be led 
around the yard for an hour or two, 
so that it becomes used to the chafing 
ol 
the 
harness, 
it 
will 
do alt 
the 
better 
when 
hooked 
to 
wagon or cart. 
If the animal is no 
longer afraid of harness, and is accus­ 
tomed to being led and fastened by a 
halter, half the terror of being put to 
work is gone. 
It has mastered the 
idea that its trainer is not wanting to 
hurt it. 
Of course the disposition of colts 
differ much, but draft stock, of which 
we write, are natural pullers, and 
there is rarely any difficulty when 
they understand 
what 
is wanted. 
When hooked beside a steady horse, 
and the driver is How and easy in his 
movements, a very few hours are suf­ 
ficient to assure them that there is no 
danger, and then all that is needfd is 
patience 
and 
watchfulness. 
More 
horses are spoiled through a defect in 
the dispositions of the drivers than of 
their own. The unbroken horse is ig­ 
norant and fearful. 
Remove the fears 
of kind and careful handling and then 
begin giving it easy lessons. 


S easo n in g Farm H orses. 
Spring is the hardest season of the 
year on farm horses. 
During the win 
ter they are partly or wholly idle, and 
they come out of the stables 
with 
softened muscles and tender shoul­ 
ders. 
Spring work usually pushes, 
and, too often, team sareoverworked. 
They lose flesh and become jaded be­ 
fore the crops are planted. 
It is far 
better to do only moderate work the 
first two weeks. This does not mean 
half work at all, but only a little hus­ 
banding of strength 
until exercise 
hardens the muscles. 
The horse that is grain-fed during 
the winter bears up under severe 
spring work much better than one 
kept in condition on more bulky food. 
The oats, bran and corn ration makes 
firm tissue. 
In any case it 
is only 
humanity to accustom the teams to 
labor by degrees. Shoulders should 
be washed every evening with strong 
salt water, and the draft on collar 
carefully adjusted. Hame hooks on 
most patent harries are too low, let­ 
ting the weight of loud come on the 
point of the shoulder. 
Collars are 
more often too large rather than too 
small.

During the last century, and even at 
the beginning of the present one, a 
strange custom existed at the bapt ism 
of the infant scions of fashionable 
Roman families.

C row ing Corn. 
An Eastern farm journal devotes an 
! entire issue to the subject of corn- 
growing. Nearly a score of success- 
j ful farmers give their methods of cul­ 
ture of their crops, and a summary of 
the leading thoughts and suggestions 
are made for the benefit of our readers. 
The corn plant requires a rich soil 
for its best development, and is a 
gross feeder on manure. 
Bod land is 
preferable, and the manure should be 
spread on the grass during the pre­ 
ceeding summer. Good drainage is 
important. Fall plowing is 
advo­ 
cated by some in clay soils ivith 
heavy sod. Too much attention can 
hardly be given tp securing 
good 
peed. This is dpne early in t he fall by 
gathering the early maturing ears of 
good form and size with deep grain, 
and drying them 
perfectly 
before 
freezing weather. 
Corn wants sunshine. Do not drill 
fields that grow extr^ heavy fodder. 
Cultivate with fine tooth harrows be­ 
fore corn is ud. 
$il! the weeds before 


Poison s. 
Hie West Virginia station offers the 
following cautions to farmers using 
poisonous substances for the destruc­ 
tion of insect enemies: 
The poison should be kept in a safe 
place, and plainly labeled poison. 
Do not distribute the poison with 
the hands. 
Always keep to the windward side 
of plants or trees when applying the 
powder or liquid. 
Do not use them upon leaves or 
fruits that are soon to be eaten. 
There is seldom, if ever, any danger in 
eating vegetables and fruit after they 
have been exposed to the rain and 
sun a few weeks, as several pounds or 
bushels of treated fruit or vegetables 
would have to be consumed at one 
time by one individual to get a suffi­ 
cient dose of the poison to produce 
serious results. 
Test the strength of the diluted mix­ 
ture of a few plants first to ascertain 
if the mixture will injure the leaves. 
Never apply it to fruit trees while in 
bloom, as the poison will kill the bees 
so necessary to the formation of per­ 
fect fruit. 


W hen to Sow Onion Seed. 
Many amateurs do not know at 
what 
time to sow’ onion seeds to 
raise sets, when they are gathered, 
and how taken care of. The Country 
Gentleman thus makes the matter 
plain: “ The sets are required of small 
growth, and therefore a poor soil is 
better than rich a one; th is soil i9thor- 
oughly pulverized and made smooth, 
tile seed sown by a line quite thick! y, 
as large ones are apt to run up to seed, 
the bulbs should not be less than the 
size of grapes. 
They are taken up in 
August, dried, bedded in chaff four 
inches deep, and covered with several 
indies of hay for protection through 
winter. 
Early in spring they are set 
out in extra rich land, thoroughly 
mellowed, three inches apart in the j 
rows, the earth pressed compactly 
about them. They are to be kent 
perfect!}’ dear of weeds till the middle 
of June, when they are first taken up 
for market. The Strasburg and Yel­ 
low Danvers are found best for this 
treatment. The Wethersfield red is 
more productive, but less adapted to 
sets.” 


W et o r Dry Food? 
A discussion is being conducted ir. 
several journals regarding the advisa­ 
bility of giving the food in a dry or 
wet condition. 
Both methods are ex­ 
cellent. There are occasions when it 
is an advantage to feed moist food 
especially when potatoes or turnips 
are plentiful, aud if the ground food is 
scalded the hens will prefer it. 
Some­ 
things depends on the season of the 
year, however. 
In the summer and 
fall hut little grain should be given, 
and it may be fed dry, as the hens 
will not require so much care as dur­ 
ing the colder season. If well supplied 
with grit, for grinding, the larger por­ 
tion of the food may be fed dry.— 
Farm and Fireside.

So many deaths are caused ny the 
bite of the cobra cli capello, especially 
in British India, that a communica­ 
tion just made to the French Academy 
of Medicine by M. Rochard is invested 
with particular interest for English 
people. Dr. Calmettes, who is residing 
nt Saigon, in Cochin China, has devot­ 
ed much attention of late to this sub­ 
ject, and as the result of his investi- 
j gat ion and researches, he has inform­ 
ed M. Rochard that the subcutaneous 
injection of chloride of gold before 
apoplectic symptoms supervene is a 
sure and infallible remedy against the 
venom of the bite of this deadly ser­ 
pent. 
Dr. Calmettes has made a 
number of experiments for the pur­ 
pose of testing his discovery* and all 
the results have been of the most sat­ 
isfactory character.

The population of France has been 
ateaCily decreasing, or, at least, its 
rate of increase has been steadily di­ 
minishing, and the dwindling process 
has gone on continuously over a longer 
period than is supposed. 
The loss is 
double, for it is 
both relative and 
actual. 
In the ten years from 1770 to 
1780, in a population of 1,000 tho 
number of children born was 38. 
In 
the following decade it was 3J, aud 
then it sank to 30, 28. 27, 26, till in 
the decade of 1870 to 1880 it was only 
24. 
Of courso there were special 
causes 
of this decline—e. 
g., tho 
Franco-Frussian war and the poverty 
which followed the injury to the na­ 
tional credit 
But still for a century 
the descent has been constant 
The 
details of tne annual increase of popu­ 
lation are in many ways surprising. 
England, which might be expected to 
head the list is second. 
The German 
population increases at the rate of 14 
to the 1,000; the English at 12; next, 
but at a long interval, is Australia, 
and then follows Italy. 
Hungary and 
Sweden are the same, and last on the 
list ia France.

Yodki and tea are

Russia and

which the double dinners is the rule. 
When you go to the house of a Rus­ 
sian, be he a friend or stranger, you 
are at once invited to a side tabie, 
where salted meat, pickled eel, salted 
cucumbers, and many other spicy and 
appetizing viands are urged upon you 
with an impressiveness that knows no 
refusal.

The history of hypnotism, says Dr. 
Luys in the Fortoightly Review, forms 
E 
art of the history of the marvelous in 
uman existence. Any one may satisfy 
himself bv reading special books od 
this subject. 
The scope of this article 
does not allow me to lay any further 
stress upon it 
In reality, 
hypnotism 
la found under 
different names at 
all periods of history, from the incanta­ 
tions of the anoient Egyptian magici­ 
an down to the fascinations of Mesmer 
and the investigations of Braid. These 
two persons began 
to separate the 
wheat from the chaff, and went so far 
as to show what was real and truly 
scientific in that series of fanciful 
practices, 
bordering on 
witchcraft, 
which, under the most varied aspects, 
have many believers in the credulous 
who are always prone to swallow 
marvels. 
Modern hypnotism owes its name 
and appearance in the realm of science 
to the investigations made by Braid, 
lie is its true creator; he made it what 
it is, and, above ail, 
he gave em­ 
phasis to the experimental truth 
by 
means of which he proved that, when 
hypnotic phenomena are called into 
play, they aie wholly independent 
of 
any supposed influence of the hypnotist 
upon the 
hypnotized, 
and that the 
hypnotized 
person 
simply 
reacts 
upon himself by 
reason of latent 
capacities in him which are artificially 
developed. 
Braid 
demonstrated that In this 
series of remarkable phenomena nyp- 
nottsm. acting upon a human subject 
as upon a fellow field, merely set in 
motion a 
string of silent faculties 
which only needed its assistance 
to 
reach their development. 
Here 
we 
obviously have a new idea and a 
phenomena of the hrst importance 
which constitutes one of the most 
in­ 
teresting anxions of the question. 
in this field of new 
research Braid 
had further opportunity of evincing 
hia clear sightedness in many other 
particulars, and it may be said of him 
the outset he foresaw the different 
stages of hypnotism just as they have 
been since defined in France. 
He 
perceived their different manifestations 
and he thus laid the first foundation of 
the structure which has been so fortu­ 
nately developed by workers 
in dif­ 
ferent countries, and which for the 
future constitutes an entirely new 
chapter in general neurology. 
• Hypnotism,” says Braid, “does not 
comprise only oce condition; it is rather 
a series of different points, capable of 
infinite variety, extending from the 
lightest dreams in which the natural 
functions are intensified, to the pro- 
foundest state of coma, 
from which 
the conscience and the will arc com­ 
pletely absent” 
In another place he 
speaks with more detail about hyp­ 
notic coma. 
We are right, therefore, 
in saying that he 
foresaw 
and 
de­ 
scribed the different phases of byp- 
nof-o phenomena, both the lethargy, 
which he cails coma and the state of 
catalepsy and 
somenainbivlism, which 
he described U very clear language.

Among obscure 
causes 
of severe 
and obstinate 
headaches that physi­ 
cians have been investigating lately 
are defects of the eye. 
In one class 
of cases, the headache is traceable 
directly to tho use of the eyes, and is 
accompanied by 
such symptoms tu» 
weak feeling, watering, strained sen­ 
sation, and inability to use them for 
any length O f time. 
In another class 
of cases the cause of the headache is 
by no means evident, as the vision is 
apparently 
perfect, 
and the eyes 
themselves are free from 
pain, 
and 
generally the oculist is called in only 
as a last resort, 
after ail other a /- 
tempts to cure the 
headache have 
failed. 
Dr. W. H. Wilmer, of Wash­ 
ington, recently read before t le Medi­ 
cal Society of the District of Columbia 
a paper on cases of the latter clasa 
One patient wa* a boy who had suf­ 
fered from frequent headaches since 
ho began straining his eyes attending 
schools and for three days had had a 
constant dull pain in the forehead and 
temples. 
Upon examination a defect 
of the eye was discovered, and suita­ 
ble glasses being given, the headaches 
stopped. 
In a second case an elderly 
man complained of groat difficulty in 
reading, especially by artificial light, 
and he also had a more or less con­ 
stant dull pain in the head, principal­ 
ly in the back part 
Proper glasses 
cured both troubles. 
Another patient 
a Wall street broker, had suffered for 
years from insomnia 
and headache, 
which extended from the back to tho 
top of the head. 
Prolonged medical 
treatment had given no relief other 
than the production of 
sleep 
by 
hypnotics. 
Glasses to correct defec­ 
tive vision were supplied, 
and three 
days afterward the patient reported 
that he had been free from headache, 
and had slept without a hypnotic bet­ 
ter than he had for years. 
Dr. Wil­ 
mer adds that as the correction of an 
ocular error can relieve headache, so 
the production of such a defect arti­ 
ficially may cause it. 
He gives from 
his own experience an instance of this 
kind. 
Some years ago he purohased 
colored glasses to wear while travel­ 
ing. 
For a short time they were 
agreeable, 
but in the course of a half 
hour a headache came 
on. 
The 
glasses were irregularly concave. 
He 
says that flat smoked glasses, 
as a 
rule, should be worn, 
if a colored 
glass is necessary at alL

Inventions fall from a 
number of causes. The solution may 
be new, but inferior to th a t in use. It 
may be new' and right, but too ex­ 
pensive. It may be the best solution 
m p art and the worst in p art—a most 
common fault. It may be inopera­ 
tive. It may be an improved detail 
of another person’s machine, and 
th a t other person will not pay for it, 
or it may be a device for w hich there 
is no practical demand.—Engineering 
Magazine.

This being true, do 
not farmers allow the incurment of 
too long expense account* on their 
supplies? If an agent spend a day 
with a horse and buggy in effecting 
one sale of a harrow or mower, his 
price must be from $2.50 to $4 high­ 
er on th a t account Then, too, if he 
has reason to believe th a t he will have 
to call once or twice for the purchase 
money, after waiting an undue length 
of time for it, $2 or #3 more must be 
added for that. 
We fail to see this in our individual 
cases, because we know th a t we pay 
only the custom ary price; but th a t 
price is fixed, must be fixed to cover 
all such expenses. The sales are made 
in an expensive way, nnu we pay all 
the bills. The remedy is simple: 
In­ 
stead of Allowing men to spend time 
trying to tell you what you want, use 
your own judgment. If you are not 
ready to buy it is a piece of imperti­ 
nence in anyone to waste your time 
in an effort to prove that he knows 
your business better than you do. If 
you are ready to buy nine times out 
of ten the implement th at would suit 
vou is on a neighbor’s farm. 
Exam* 
1 ine it there, ask the owner all about 
it and make your decision. In this 
way you will rarely make anv mis­ 
takes.

When it is decided that an imple­ 
ment is to be bought, and a certain 
kind is sure to give perfect satisfac­ 
tion, go direct to the dealer with the 
cash, even if it has to be borrowed at

If they can

R oot C rops. 
Spring turnips are not generally 
grown and yet they are an easy crop 
and need but little care as compared 
with the majority of what may be 
termed early garden crops. Borne 
early variety should be selected, care 
taken to prepare the soil in good 
tilth, scatter 
the seed evenly and 
cover lightly. They can be sown in 
drills or broadcast as may be desired. 
A good plan is to dust the plants 
with some insecticide as soon as they 
show well above the ground and re­ 
peat two or three time* to prevent 
damage 
from 
tne black 
turnip 
tly' 
. 
, 
Parsnips make one of the be*t root 
crops to grow for winter and early 
spring u**e. The soil should be worked 
deep and thorough in order to secure 
a good growth of long, smooth roots. 
The seeds are light and need but little 
covering and require th a t the soil be 
in good tilth. They germinate very 
slowly and it is often a good plan to 
sow a few radish seed with them so 
th a t if necessary the weeds can be de­ 
stroyed before they get too good a 
start. Plant in drills 18 inches apart; 
use plenty of.seed so as to secure a 
good even stand, and then thin out 
after 
the 
plants 
are 
up well, 
if necessary; the plants ought not to 
stand closer than two or three inches. 
Good cultivation is necessary during 
the early part of the season, at 
least in order to secure a good growth. 
They can be left out ail winter with­ 
out injury, and are better for being 
frozen. 
Cauliflower needs much the same 
treatm ent as cabbage, except th a t in 
order to secure clean white heads it is 
necessary to draw the leaves well to ­ 
gether and fasten a few days before 
they ripen. They need a good, rich, 
well prepared soil. If very early plants 
ara desired they can be grown in a 
hot bed or seed box. L ater plants 
may be secured by sowing the seed in 
a seed bed. After the plants have 
made a good start to grow,transplant 
in rows two and a half feet apart, set­ 
ting the plants two feet ap art in the 
rows. As with cabbage, the early cul- 
; tivAtion is the most im portant and 
care must be taken to keep the soil in 
good tilth. They are not as generally 
grown as their excellence warrants, at 
h ast in the farmers’ garden, although 
market gardeners usually find them a 
profitable crop to grow.—N. J. S., in 
Prairie FaYmer. 


S w a n s Live 3 0 0 Y ears. 
The distinguished German biologist, 
Weismann, has pointed 
out th at 
there is less exact knowledge on this 
subject than might be expected, con­ 
sidering how many in number are the 
ornithologists and the ornithological 
societies. 
Small singing birds live 
from eight to eighteen years. Ravens 
have lived for almost 10Q years in 
captivity, and parrots longer than 
that. 
Fqwls live from ten 
to twenty 
years, and are then sold aayoungchick­ 
ens to young housekeepers. The wild 
goose lives upward of 100 years, and 
swaps have said to have attained the 
age of 300. The long life Qf birds has 
been interpreted as compepsatiop for 
their fpeble fertility and thpgveat mor­ 
tality of their young. 
From the small Island of St. Kilda, 
off Scotland. 2Q,000 young gqnnets 
and an immense number Qf eggs are an­ 
nually collected, and although this 
bird fays only one egg per annum, 
and is four years in attaining m atu r­ 
ity, its numbers do not diminish. Ob­ 
viously, as Weismanp observes, such 
birds must reach a great age or they 
would long ago have been exterminat­ 
ed.— jLondou Spectator. 


Growing: Corn. 
An Eastern farm journal devotes an 
entire issue to the subject of corn- 
growing. Nearly a score of success­ 
ful farmers give their methods of cul­ 
ture of their crops, and a summary of 
the leading thoughts and suggestions 
are made for the benefit of our readers. 
The corn plant requires a rich soil 
for its best development, and is a 
gross feeder on manure. 
Sod land is 
preferable, and the manure should be 
spread on the grass during the pre- 
(•peaing summer. Good drainage is 
im portant. Fall plowing is 
advo­ 
cated by some in plav soils with 
heavy sod. Too much attention pao 
hardly be given tp securing good 
see)!. * This is dpne early in the fall by 
gathering the early maturing ears of 
good form and size with deep grain, 
and drying them 
perfectly 
before 
freezing weather. 
Corn wants sunshine. Do not drill 
fields th a t grow extra heavy fodder. 
Cultivate with fine tooth harrows be­ 
fore corn is u d . 
f£il! the weeds before 
they get through theground. Cultivate 
shallow after the corn is knee high. 
Preak the crust alter every rain, but 
do not prune the root«. A rich, 
sandy lpftin, thus treated, should 
produpe }00 bushels of shelled corn 
tp the q,cre in a most favorable 
season. 
____ 


B reak in g Q olta. 
Colts shppld be trained rather than 
“broken,” 
but 
young horses are 
rarely handled much until it is neces­ 
sary tp put them to work, and then 
all their preliminary traiuipg must 
he given ip a short time. There are a 
few simple rules th a t should be fob 


lowed. The first is: The colt should 
be made to 
understand 
whaf is 
wanted before any attem pt is made 
to force it to do it. Morejnistakes 
are made by failure in this regard 
than in any other. 
It is hard to 
bear in mind the fact th a t tho raw 
colt knows nothing, and must be 
given time to understand and com­ 
prehend the new order of things. 
It 
is like a young child trying to master 
the alphabet. 
Colts should be taught to lead, to 
stand tied, and to become used to a 
bridle-bit, before they are harnessed. 
Then they should have time to be­ 
come accustomed to harness beforo 
being put to work. The easiest way 
is to put the harness on, and leave the 
colt in a sta.ll a day. If it can be led 
around the yard for an hour or two, 
so th a t it becomes used to the dialing 
o! 
the 
harness, 
it 
will 
do all 
the 
better 
when 
hooked 
to 
wagon or cart. 
If the 
A n i m a l 
is no 
longer afraid of harness, and is accus­ 
tomed to l*eing led and fastened by a 
halter, half the terror of being put to 
work is gone. 
It has mastered the 
idea th a t its trainer is not wanting to 
hurt it. 
Of course the disposition of colts 
differ much, but draft stock, of which 
we write, are natural pullers, and 
there is xarely any difficulty when 
they understand 
what 
is wanted. 
When hooked beside a steady horse, 
and the driver is slow and easy in his 
movements, a very few hours are suf­ 
ficient to Assure them th a t there is no 
danger, and then all that is needfd is 
I 
iatience 
and 
watchfulness. 
More 
torses are spoiled through a defect in 
the dispositions of the drivers than of 
their own. The unbroken horse is ig­ 
norant ami fearful. Remove the fears 
of kind and careful handling and then 
begin giving it easy lessons. 


S e a so n in g Farm H o rses 
Bpring is the hardest season of the 
year on farm horses. During the win 
ter they are partly or wholly idle, and 
they come out of the stables 
with 
softened muscles aud tender shoul­ 
ders. 
Spring work usually pushes, 
and, too often, teamsureoverworked. 
They lose flesh and become iaded be­ 
fore the crops are planted. It is far 
better to do only moderate work the 
first two weeks. This does not mean 
half work a t all, but only a little hus­ 
banding of strength 
until exercise 
hardens the muscles. 
The horse that is grain-fed during 
the winter hears up under severe 
spring work much better than one 
kepi in condition on more bulky food. 
The oats, bran and corn rat ion makes 
firm tissue. 
In any case it is only 
humanity to accustom the teams to 
labor by degrees. Shoulders should 
be washed every evening with strong 
salt water, and the draft on collar 
carefully adjusted. Hame hooks on 
most patent hames are too low, let­ 
ting the weight of load come on the 
point of the shoulder. 
Collars are 
more often too large rather than too 
small. 


P oison s. 
The West Virginia station offers the 
following cautions to farmers using 
poisonous substances for the destruc­ 
tion of insect enemies: 
The poison should be kept in a safe 
place, and plainly labeled poison. 
Do not distribute the poison with 
the hands. 
Always keep to the windward side 
of plants or trees when applying the 
powder or liquid. 
Do not use them upon leaves or 
fruits th a t are soon to be eaten. 
There is seldom, if ever, any danger in 
eating vegetables and fruit after they 
have been exposed to the raiu and 
sun a few weeks, as several pounds or 
bushels of treated fruit or vegetable* 
would have to be consumed at one 
time by one individual to get a suffi­ 
cient dose of tbe poison to produce 
serious results. 
Test the strength of thediluted mix­ 
ture of a few plants first to ascertain 
if the mixture will injure the leaves. 
Never apply it to fruit trees while in 
bloom, as the poison will kill the bees 
s-o necessary to the formation of per­ 
fect fruit. 
W hen to S ow O nion S eed . 
Many am ateurs do not know at 
what time to sow onion seeds to 
raise sets, when they are gathered, 
and how taken care of. The Country 
Gentleman thus makes the m atter 
plain: “The sets are required of small 
growth, aud therefore a poor soil is 
better than rich a one; this soil is th o r­ 
oughly pulverized and made smooth, 
tiie sm l sown by a line quite thick! y, 
as large ones are apt to run up to seed, 
the bulbs should not be less than the 
size of grapes. They are taken up in 
August, dried, bedded in chaff four 
inches deep, and coveted with several 
inches of hay for protection through 
winter. Early in spring they are set 
out in extra rich land, thoroughly 
mellowed, three inches ap art in the 
rows, the earth pressed compactly 
about them. They are to be kept 
jierfectly clear of weeds till the middle 
of June, when they are first taken up 
for market. The Strasburg and Yel­ 
low Danvers are found best for this 
treatment. The Wethersfield red is 
more productive, but less adapted to 
sets.” 


Wet or Drv Food? 
A discussion is being conducted ir. 
several journals regarding the advisa­ 
bility of giving the food in a dry or 
wet condition. 
Both methods are ex­ 
cellent. There are occasions when it 
is an advantage to feed moist food 
especially when potatoes or turnips 
are plentiful, and if the ground food is 
scalded the heus will prefer it. 
Some­ 
things depends on the season of the 
year, however. In the summer and 
fall but little grain should be given, 
and it may be fed dry, as the hens 
will not require so much tare as dur­ 
ing the colder season. If well supplied 
with grit, for grinding, the larger por­ 
tion of the food may be fed dry.— 
Farm and Fireside. 


R eas and O a ts for S w in e. 
Peas and oats sown together this 
month make one of the best crops to 
grow for swine. One bushel of peas 
and one and a hah bushels of oats per 
acre, sown early, will make an enor­ 
mous green crop and will thresh out 
as handsomely and as easily as oats 
alone. On good ground 40 to 50 bush­ 
els per acre m ay be expected, 40 
pounds per bushel. Peas and oats 
make a grand hog ration whole oy 
ground. Wliep ground tfiey take the 
place of bought fpods, thus leseniug 
the bills and increasing the profits 
from hogs. The peas are sowed and 
plowed lour or five inches deep, then 
the oats are spwed apd harrowed in, 


Qu««r God-parent*, 
During the last century, and even at 
the beginning of the present one, a 
strange custom existed a t the baptism 
of the infant scions of fashionable 
Roman families. 
Instead of inviting 
princes, dukes, and other noble lords 
and ladies to serve as got parents, a 
monk, beggar, or some male or femaL 
pilgrim waa requested to act, and the 
infant was held in the arms of his 
humble godfather or godmother. On 
the 20th of June, 1782, the little 
daughter of the Princess Colonna was 
held, tenuta, at the baptismal font by 
a poor female pilgrim. Soon after a 
beggar woman, whose “station” was 
at theChureh of San Marcello, became 
the godmother of the infant daughter 
of Princess Barberini; in the year 1785 
a beggar “held” the son of Prince Ros- 
poli, and was lavishly rewarded, for 
he received as a guerdon free mainten­ 
ance to the end of his lift. The Car­ 
melite monk F ra Elia was often invit­ 
ed to act as godtather, in turn for 
which bis monastery obtained large 
gifts, and crowds of people flocked to 
witness the ceremony whenever this 
mendicant friar discharged this duty 
amid dukes and princes.
